Whitehouse  said  at  the  commence- 
ment of  his  address,  f' 

MAGNIFICENT  (MMTUBU 
There  had  been  some  magnificent 
gesture*  recently  in  the  cause  of 
peacf,  he  continued.  National  fig- 
ures tn  the  Old  Land  had  felt  'he 
futility  of  talk,  and  had  banded 
themselves  together  in  the  event  of 
hostilities  breaking  out,  to  place 
themselves  between  the  combatant* 
and  receive  the  first  fusllade.

He  maintained  tha  people  of  Great 
Britain,  along  with  that  Empire's 
statesmen,  were  exercising  the  ut- 
most, patience  only  by  the  reaUia- 
tion  that  a  declaration  of  war  against 
any  one  of  tha  European  powers 
would  Involve  the  world  In  another 
major  conflict.

and  Commerce.  The  Provincial  legislation  in  some 
of  its  provisions  merely  duplicates  what  is  now 
being  done  by  Ottawa.  It  is  a  new  excrescence  of 
Government  in  this  Province,  which  will  inevita- 
bly add  to  the  cost  of  administration  and  so  post- 
pone the  day  when  the  unfortunate  taxpayers 
^  may  expect  any  relief  from  the  burdens  they  now 
endure. 
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CLAIMS  TO  COLONIES 


The  German  Colonial  Secretary  has  declared 
that,  "for  political  and  economic  reasons  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  all  colonies  possessed 
by  Germany  before  the  War  must  be  restored, 
and  not  only  restored,  but  with  additional  ter- 
yltbi^r."  The  same  Interpretation  of  German  de- 
mands must  be  placed  on  speeches  delivered  by 
Herr  Hitler,  Dr.  Goebbels  and  Dr.  Schacht.  The 
propaganda  In  progress  with  this -desire  1  in  view 
Is,  In  every  likeliheedi  preliminary  to  a  formal 
demand  by  Germany  to  be  made  on  the  Interested 
Powers.  It  is  the  last  shred  of  the  Treaty  of  Ver- 
sailles that  Germany  desires  should  be  scattered 
to  the  winds. 

Germany  obviously  figures  In  the  demand  for 
the  restoration  of  her  lost  colonies  that  these 
should  be  restored  without  any  consultation  of 
the  Inhabitants,  and  without  any  acquiescence 
by  them  In  a  transfer.  It  is  pointed  out,  however, 
that  within  the  last  twenty-five  years  years  native 
Parliaments  and  native  councils,  "have  developed 
su^ch  a  knowledge  of  their  treaty  rights  and  of 
their  constitutional  position  that  for  the  stronger 
nations  to  Ignore  their  wishes  and  to  decide  now 
to  'save  their  own  skins'  by  sacrificing  the  well- 
established  and  recorded  rights  of  these  millions 
of  people,  without  any  impartial  Inquiry  into 
their  wishes,  would  surely  be  tantamount  to  a 
crime.  This  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  John  Harris, 
writing  in  The  London  Times,  and  the  opinion  as 
well  of  many  others  who  are  persuaded  that  any 
settlement  regarding  these  colonies  In  the  future 
must  make  the  wishes  of  the  Inhabitants  a  domi- 
nant consideration. 

Whatever  the  preoccupations  of  Europe,  and 
whatever  need  may  arise  for  such  compromise  as 
might  lead  to  a  discussion  of  the  return  of  the 
former  German  colonial  possessions,  as  a  matter 
of  practical  policy,  there  Is  an  angle  to  the  situa- 
tion that  must  be  borne  In  mind.  The  Mandatory 
Powers  learned  In  19ZTJ  TnaTTnTcolonlal  problem 
Is  not  one  for  Europe  alone.  It  concerns  the 
United  States  as  well,  for  that  country  was  a 
participant  in  the  Great  War.  In  1920  the  United 
States  gave  the  Mandatory  Powers  a  warning 
that  she  expected  to^>e  consulted  on  all  matters 
of  major  importance  affecting  the  mandates. 
This  Insures  that,  In  any  discussion  affecting 
the  return  to  Germany  of  her  former  colonies, 
the  United  States  will  be  a  participant,  and  it  Is 
almost  certain  that  country  will  take  a  firm 
stand  In  demanding  full  recognition  of  the  rights 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  those  colonies.  It  may  be 
taken  for  granted  that  this,  too,  will  be  the  atti- 
tudt  of  the  British  Government,  the  hands  of 
which  will  be  strengthened  substantially  by  sup- 
port in  this  particular  from  the  United  States. 


Figures  complied  by  the  United  States  Federal 
Bureau  of  Air  Commerce  show  that  flying  is 
becoming  safer.  Last  year  there  was  far  less 
chance  that  a  passenger  or  a  pilot  would  be 
killed  or  Injured  than  was  the  case  In  1929.  The 
figures  published  prove  this.  In  the  United  States 
in  1929  the  airlines  flew  25,141,499  miles  and 
there  was  an  average  of  one  accident  In  183,514 
miles.  In  1936  the  mileage  flown  was  73,303,866, 
with  an  av^-age  of  one  accident  in  1,047,197 
miles.  While  In  1929  there  were  twenty-four  ac- 
cidents causing  fatalities,  there  were  but  ten  in 
1936.  Pilot  fatalities  In  1929  were  twenty-one, 
and  only  nine  in  1936.  Passenger  fatalities  lr^ 
1929  totalled  eighteen,  and  forty-six  in  1936  The 
latter  comparison  must  be  considered  in  re- 
lation to  the  fact  that  whereas  in  1929  the  air- 
lines carried  only  173,405  passengers,  in  1936  they 
carried  1,147,696.  In  other  words,  in  1929  one  out 
of  every  9,634  passengers  was  killed,  whireasfln 
1936  the  death  rate  was  orTTrjuT<'of  every  24.950 
passengers. 

As  yet  the  majority  of  people  are  not  air- 
minded.  There  is  a  prevalent  opinion  that  avia- 
tion Is  not  safe,  perhaps  because  of  the  variety 
of  causes  that  lead  to  accidents.  The  record  of 
aviation  everywhere,  however,  shows  that  it  is 
being  made  safer  every  year  and  that  now  it 
can  compare  favorably  with  any  other  form  of 
locomotion  in  this  respect.

In  Train  Wreck 

BATESVILLE,  Ml**..  Nov.  4  lcF>.— 
The  Illinois  Central's  "Panama 
Limited"  was  wrecked  near  here 
early  today  and  Its  fireman,  James 
White,  of  Memphis,  was  killed. 

The  engineer.  Charles  Barnett,  also 
of  Memphis,  was  seriously  Injured, 
his  right  arm  and  left  hand  being 
severed.  None  of  the  passengers 
was  hurt.

The  London  Times 
says  that  the  Muscovites  will  Just  have  to  grin 
and  bear  It,  but  "they  had  better  not  grin  too 
wide." 


MORE    I>1  PLICATION 


The  Provincial  Government  is  loath  to  furnish 
quite  legitimate  Information  to  Members  of  the 
Legislature  relative  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
taxpayers'  money  is  expended.  It  Is  quite  another 
matter  when  that  Government  wants  to  collect 
Information  from  private  individuals.  The  new 
legislation  to  create  a  Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry  provides  that  societies,  assocjajtlons  and 
corporations  "shall  collect  and  tabulate  facts  and 
supply  information  on  all  questions"" submitted 
and  return  official  schedules  according  to  Instruc- 
tions." Failure  to  do  these  things,  or  to  do  any 
one  of  them,  renders  the  "delinquent"  liable  to 
a  fine  not  exceeding  $50. 

The  mentality  of  the  members  of  the  present 
Provincial  Government  la  one  of  inquisition  into 
private  affairs.  That  Government  has  a]  craze 
for  meddling,  as  has  been  illustrated  in  market- 
ing control  legislation  and  in  the  legislation 
which  was  proposed  to  put  compulsory  health 
Insurance,  into  effect.  Now.  in  the  matter  of 
trade  and  commerce,  which  Is  essentially  a 
Federal  affair,  It  designs  to  secure  all  the  Infor- 
mation It  wants  about  any  business  or  organlza<- 
tlon,  and  It  Is  to  enforce  its  inquisition  in  this 
respect.  Already,  because  of  the  character  of  the 
taxation  that  prevails,  business  firms.  Industries, 
etc..  are  put  to  excessive  trouble  to  collect  Infor- 
mation, and  there  Is  Increasing  strain  on  book- 
keeping, and  employers  secure  no  consideration 
In  return.  They  are  now  to  be  asked  to  put  further 
duties  on  the  shoulders  of  their  employees  with- 
out any  assurance  whatever  that  any  benefits 
will  ensue.  . 

— -  The  legislation  creating  a  Department  of  Trade 
and  Industry  under  provincial  control  will  provide 
mainly  for  an  agency  to  collect  data  and  draw

The  Mayor  of  Louis- 
ville was  opposed  to  the  act.  but 
did  not  want  to  openly  declare 
himself.  Doubtless  he  was  think- 
ing of  the  large  church-going  vote 
next  time  he  ran  for  office.  Pri- 
vately his  nibs  decided  to  carry  out 
the  law  to  the  letter  In  such  a 
manner  that  the  populace  of  his 
fair  city  would  eventually  demand 
Its  repeal.  So  he  notified  all  ice- 
men, saloon  keepers,  corner  gro- 
ceries, reporters,  editors,  composi- 
tors, milkmen,  cab  drivers  and 
newsboys  they  were  liable  to  con- 
viction and  a  fine  if  they  at- 
tempted to  work  during  the  re- 
stricted hours.  Then  His  Worship 
sat  back  to  survey  the  result.  Po- 
licemen entered  churches  and  took 
the  names  of  organists,  sextons 
and  others  paid  for  assisting  with 
^•ervlces.  Cabbies  were  unable  to 
taketttie  devout  to  or  from  places  ( 
of  worship.  Nobody  had  milk  for 
breakfast  when  milkmen  were  re- 
strained from  delivering.  Natur- 
ally the  newspapers  raised  a  te*r 
riflc  howl.  The  Mayor  got  his  wish 
not  long  after,  when  the  law  was 
repealed. — OB.

Sir,— I  wa«  happy  when  1  read  the 
talk  given  to  the  Credit  Oranters  by 
Alderman  Wills  on  the  Oreater  Vic- 
toria idea.  I  had  an  article  In  The 
Colonist  on  the  19th  Inst  on  "Vic- 
toria's Taxes,''  which  should  be 
taken  up  by  our  taxpayers.  I  hope 
every  man  and  woman  in  the  four 
municipalities  will  not  only  read 
Alderman  Wills'  talk  on  what  he 
calls  the  metrtopolltan  area  on  page 
two  of  the  October  27  issue  of  The 
Colonist,  but  that  every  reader  will 
study  the  whole  statement  of  facts 
outlined  by  the  alderman.  It  is 
only  common  sense  that  this  little 
city  should  be  governed  by  one 
municipal  staff  In  one  City  Hall. 

I  hope  a  number  of  the  taxpay- 
ers will  get  together  at  once  and 
start  to  work,  with  Alderman  Will*, 
to  bring  this  metropolitan  area  Into 
one  city  as  soon  as  possible.  It  cer- 
tainly is  not  fair  to  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria to  be  bottled  up  by  the  three 
surrounding  municipalities  and  give 
them  the  services  we  do  and  get 
nothing  in  return.  If  the  residen- 
tial part  of  Saanlch  came  into  the 
City  of  Victoria  and  the  balance  of 
the  Saanlch  district  was  handled  by 
the  Provincial  Government  I  ven- 
ture to  say  our  taxes  would  be  re- 
duced 50  per  cent.  8even  years  ago 
I  acquired  an  area  of  nine  acres  in 
Saanlch.  My  taxes  then  were  $9 
This  year  my  taxes  are  $27.37.  with 
about  the  same  valuation  on  the 
land.  My  little  tax  is  small,  but 
those  that  have  large  tracts  of  land 
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not  stop  Japan  from  completing  the 
conquest  of  the  five  Northern  prov- 
inces of  China,  nor  will  the  League  s 
Non-intervention  Committee  cause 
Italy  to  withdraw  her  battalions  and 
airmen  from  Spain. 

If  it  Is  true,  as  some  believe,  that 
British  diplomacy  and  foreign  policy 
are  weak,  we  may  well  ask  the  ques- 
tion, "What  has  Canada  done  to 
strengthen  the  hands  of  the  British 
Qovernment?  "  The  answer  is.  noth- 
ing, or  apparently  nothing.  Can- 
ada's Prime  Minister  delights  to  say 
whenever  he  talks  about  Empire  re- 
lations or  Empire  defence,  "We  have 
made  no  commitments." 

If  at  any  time  Oreat  Britain  and 
other  parts  of  the  Empire  should  be 
engaged  in  warfare  against  aggres- 
sive powers,  Canada  may  remain 
neutral,  according  to  Mr.  King  and 
other  so-called  statesmen.  If  that 
Is  to  be  tlw>  settled  attitude  of  Can- 
ada, what  a  spectacle  do  we  present 
to  the  rest  of  the  world!  We  are 
members  of  the  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations,  with  one  King  for 
all  the  "nations."

The  quota  system  is  aimed  at 
stimulating  production  of  British 
films  by  imposing  an  obligation  on 
renters  of  films  and  exhibitors  to 
show  a  certain  proportion  of  British 
pictures,  known  as  a  quota,  during 
each  year.  A  renter  is  defined  as 
a  person  who  acquires  film  from 
the  producer  He  distributes  copies 
to  the  exhibitor  for  exhibition  in 
theatres. 

Under  the  bill,  as  forecast  In  the 
White  Paper,  the  Government  pro- 
poses not  only  to  decide  if  a  film  Is 
•suitable  as  a  product,  but  will  make 
It  necessary  that  a  certain  minimum 
sum  is  expended  on  It  for  It  to  be- 
come eligible  for  the  quota 

The  reason,  it  has  been  authorita- 
tively stated.  Is  that  certain  pro- 
ducers have  rushed  cheap,  poor 
productions  onto  th«  market  for 
use  as  quota  builder*. 

The  White  Paper  said  the  pro- 
posed cost  test  is  £1  ($4  95)  per  foot 
for  labor,  with  minimum  labor  costs 
of  £7,500  <abdui  $37.T9S>  for  the 
film.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  sal- 
aries and  wages  specially  paid  for 
labor  in  making  a  British  film  must, 
with  certain,  exceptions,  have  been 
paid  British  subject*  or  residents  of 
the  British  Empire.

If  he  can  help 
it.  no  parent  will  allow  his  youngster 
to  go  through  life  with  an  unsightly 
spinal  curvature.
